Her Majefties Moft | 


ANNE R. 
My Lords and Gentlemen, 


E thought to have brought You 
fooner together in this Meeting of 
Parliament, 
weighty Affairs wherein We have 
been engaged this Winter, were a 
neeeffary Hindrance. We have on feveral Occafions 
given You and all Our good Subjects : Affurance of 
Our firm Refolution, to maintain and protect them 
in their Religion Rights and Liberties as at prefent 
eftablithed by Law. And if there be any thing elfe 
wanting for the Satisfaction of Our People, and the 
Security of that Our Ancient Kingdom; We fhall 
be always ready to have it timeoufly provided for 
and fupplyed. You fee that we continue engaged 
ina great and neceflary War for the Defence of the 
Proteftant Religion, and the Prefervation of the Li- 
berties of Chriftendom ; And We hope You will be 
careful to guard againft all Dangers that this War 
may threaten ; For which end, We recommend to 
You more particularly the Confideration of the State 
of our Forces, Forts and Garrifons, that they be 
duely and fufficiently maintained, and the neceffary 
Supplies granted for that Effect, and all kept in fuch 
Order as may be moft conducing to the Eafe, as 
well as Safety of the Country. We alfo recom- 
mend to Your Care, that Trade be encouraged, and 
all Methods taken for the Advancement thereof, 
either by amending former Laws, or making New 
ones, or any thing elfe that may be found Needful 
and Expedient for the Benefit of the Kingdom. I 
hath been, and fhall always be Our chief Study and 
Endeavour, to eftablith and fecure the Peace, and 
promote the Good of that Our Ancient Kingdom ; 
And therefore We do expect Your Concurrence and 
Afiftance for fuch good and great Ends; And thar 
You will profecure them with that Wifdom, Pru- 
dence and Unanimity, as may moft tend to Our 
Common Advantage and Satisfaction ; But chiefly, 
that effe€tual Means may be laid down for promo- 
ting of Religion, Virtue and true Piety, and fuppref- 
fiog Vice and Immorality, and) providing. for the 
Poor. We have appointed Our right Trufty and 
intirely beloved Coufin and Counfellor, Fames Duke 
of Queensberry to be our Comnmiffioner, to reprefent 
our Royal Perfon in this Seifion of Parliament, 
being well fatisfied that the Experience that both we 
and you have had of his great Abilities and Fidelity 


in his former Difcharge of this Truft, will fully com- 


mend our Choice, and render him to You acceptable, 

This being Your firft Meeting, and we having re- 
Commended nothing but what isfor Your own Se- 
curity and Welfare , we confidently expect a 
luitable Return, anda dutiful and chearful Coneur- 
fence in what we propofe; and that all Differences 
and Animofities laid afide, You will with Concord 
and Diligence bring Matters to fuch a happy Con-

and our People: So we bid You heartily farewel.

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

H ER Majefty has been gracioufly pleafed to give 

ample and frequent Aifurances to maintain and 
protect the Religion,Laws, and Liberties of this Her 

Ancient Kingdom, and the prefent Conftitution of 

the Church ; if any thing be wanting for the Eafe 

and Satisfaction of Her Majefty’s good Subjects, I 

am fufficiently inftructed, and impowered in what 

= be thought expedient to be propofed for that 
nd. 

__The clofe Conjunction of the two Monarchies, 
which in their Turns have defign'’d to Enflave Ewe 
rope and Extirpare our Religion, made it juft and 
neceflary for Her Majefty to be engag’d in the War; 
and Her Early Appeatance, gave Life and Vigour 
to the Confederacy, and particular Encouragement 
to the Proteftant Princes and States: God has hi- 
therto blefs’d the Arms of Her Majefty and Her 
Allies with glorious Succefs both by Sea and Land 5 
fo that there is a Stop put to the Victories, anda 
Check given to the incroaching Power of France. 

It cannot but be great Satisfaction to us, to be 
under the benign Government of a Proteftant Queen ; 
We enjoy the Comforts of Peace, and feel neither 
the Effects of Tyranny, nor the Diforders of War, 
in which fo many are involv’d ; But we ought not 
to be too Secure, and it were to tempt our Enemies 
to form Defigns, or make ‘Infults againft us, if they, 
fee us in no Condition of Defence. 

All Her Majefty propofes to you, is for your 
felves, without mingling any particular Concern of 
Her own} it isto continue the Provifion for the 
Forces_on the Eftablifhment, and to furnith and re- 
pair the Forts and Garrifons, which is fo neceffary, 
that I'cannot doubt of your ready Compliance with 
Her Majefty’s Defires : And your Chearfulnefs in it, 
will be very acceptable to Her Majefty, obfervable 
to the World, and a great Evidence of your Loyalty 
and Affection, which will add much to the Value of 
what you offer. : 

The Decay and prefent low Condition of Trade, 
requires Your prudent and fpecial Confideration); 
Her Majefty on Her Part is willing to concur with 
You in any thing thar may contribute to encourage 
and reftore it, either by making New Laws, or 
Amending the prefent Ones. 


My Lords and Gentlemen, 
qt has pleas’d Her Majefty to honour me with a 
Character to reprefent Her Royal Perfon in this 
Seffion of Parliament; I am very fenfible of the Great 
Weight and Difficulties, which do attend that 7 
mt 
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bur my Encouragement is from the Confidence I 
have of Her Majefties Goodnefs, in believing my 
Sincerity and Zeal for Her Service, and that in Het 
Royal Wisdom, She is fo careful of Her People, that 
Iam not chatg’d with any thing that can-be con- 
ftructed tobe againft the Intereft of the Kingdom, 
which gives me Affurance of Your hearty Concur- 
rence, and I thall very faithfully report’ what Services 
are done by every Perfon to Her Majefty and the 
Nation.

My Lords and Gentlemen, 
isl ER. Majefties Accedion to the Throne of Her 
Royal Anceftors, is the great. Happinefs of all 
Her Majefties Dominions ; She has ever firmly ad- 
hered to the Proteitant Religion, and may juftly be 
calied thé Defender of the Proteftant Intereft in Eu- 
rope ; and all who have had the Honour to have 


more immediate Accefs to Her Majefties Perfon, or’ 
who have duly confider’d the whole Steps of Her © 


Majeities Government, muft be convine’d, that it is 
Her Majefties chief Defign to make all Her Subjects 
happy. 

You have heard Her Majefties Moft Gracious 
Letter, and His Grace my Lord Commiiioner 
his Speech, and it muft certainly give You who are 
the Reprefentatives of this Kingdom, convened by 
Her Majefties Auihority, great Satisfaction, that 
Her Majefty does give You full Affurance of Her 
Royal Refolution, to maintain Her People in the 
Poffeilion of their Religion, of their Laws and of 
their Liberties ; and has alfo frequently promis’d 
Her Protection to the Government of the Ehurch 3 
But if any thing be yet needful for the Eafe, Con- 
tentment and Satisfaction of Her Majefties Subjects, 
Her Majefty has given full Inftructions, as my Lord 
Commiitiioner has fignified; So that nothing is 
wanting on Her Part, and nothing is propos’d or 
demanded by Her, put what is neceffary for the Se- 
curity and Profperity of this Kingdom. 

Her Majefty is engaged in a moft juft and necef- 
fary War, for the Defence of the Liberties of Eu- 
rope, againft the formidable Power of the French 
King ; and as we are to be thankful to God for the 
Succefs Her Majcfties Arms have had, fo we ought 
to-give Her Majefty all the Supporr and Aififtance 
in our Power, it being fo neceffary for our own De- 
fence ;-and all that Her Majefty demands, is, that 
You provide for Your own Security, by giving fuch 
Supplics as may be further neceffary for maintaining 
Her Majefties Forces, and repairing and providing 
for the Forts and Garrifons, the doing of which will 
be a convincing Proof of that intire Union and Con- 
fidence, which is berwixt Her Majefty and Her 
People; and will be the moft effectual mean to dif- 
appoint the Defigns’of our Enemies, and to preferve 
the Peace and Tranquillity we now enjoy. 

The Trade of this Kingdom does deferve Your 
particular Confideration, the Advancing and Im- 
provement of it is the only mean to increafe the 
Wealth and Riches of this Nation; and in the doing 
of which, You have full Affurance of Her Majefties 
Concurrence ; Our Manufactories are very much 
improved, and ought to have all Encouragement, 


‘but we have almoft no Forreign Trade, . and all our 


Towns and Incorporations are thereby much im- 

verifhed. You have now an Opportunity of 
doing what You fhall think neceffary in this Matter, 
either by amending Laws that may be prejudiciai to 
Trade, or by making New Ones, or reviving fuch 
as are in Defuetude.
